When the physicians says "Scarlet 
Fever!" or "Diphtheria!" and a color- 
ed card is put on your front door, and 
you are not allowed to go out, and 
only the doctor can go back and forth, 
don't think that all this dUturbance is 
useless, and Intended simply to fill the 
pocketbooks of the doctors.

If the bowel 
discharges of a typhoid patient are not 
thoroughly disinfected by formalde- 
hyde, quicklime, or other powerful 
chemicals before being thrown out, it 
is perfectly possible for the germs to 
be carried In water under ground, or 
by files through the air, for a Ions 
distance, to infect other people.
